ETT^SION OP REMARKS

Mr. KERSIEN of Wisconsin. Mr. 
Speaker, on the 16th of May thU year 
died hi a Kew York hospiUl one of the 
greatest resistance leadnrs of Sastam 
Europe. Qen. Nlculae Radeseu. the last 
free Prime Minister of Rumania. 

His death was overshadowed by the 
same oblivion which, unfortunately, 
seems to persist In some of our official 
circles regarding the tragic fate of East- 
ern Europe and of its flghtexs for free- 
dom. The desperate struggle against 
conmunism waged by the a b and o n e d 
nations behind the Iron Curtain seems 
vcAuntarfly Ignored, and the* voice of its 
hersMs, who came to our ahores, is 
muted by our mtrltual fatigue In rccog- 
niring the very things which could help 
solve our grave problems. Thus, the 
peering of this gallant soldier of Eastern 
Europe took place in silence and obaeu- 
Tity. No testimony of any kind came 
from our American administration. 
This old and faithful friend of our 
country was given the lest homage only 
by his comrades of Eastern Europe in 
the anti-Soviet light. 

I consider. Ur. Speaker, that It is 
proper in the Congreu of the United 
States to pay tribute to a man such as 
General Radeseu who represents the na- 
tional reristanee to communism of the 
Soviet-Invaded countries. Por, as we 
generally feel In this Congress, despite 
the seemingly political expediency which 
Induced our former administration to 
recognize and deal with the Moscow pup- 
pet governments, the American people 
cannot but sympathize with the enritved 
peoples and adbiowledge their unbend- 
ing resistance to Soviet tyranny. In 
. paying a tribute to this man we there- 
fore pay a tribute to all those who. be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, remain loyal to 
our ideals. We should also once more di- 
rect our thoughts to the potentlaUtles 
which the subjugated natlonj represent 



in our endeavor to meet ttia mostal dan- 
ger of the further ewaoMdatton la this 
atomle age of ruthless and bartwrie Im- 
perialism. 

General Radceeo was called to meslde 
over a Rumanian Oovemment of na- 
tional ooaUtioa in the most dlfficuU mo- 
ment of recent Xtumanlan history— the 
entranee of the Red Army la the country 
at Che end of 1H4. Be had at that time 
a record of national fight against tbs 
royal dletatoishlp and against Nasi in- 
terference in Rumania, m his tola as 
head of.tbe Rumanian Oornmnent the 
General led a brOttant national opposi- 
tion to Soviet-Communist attack upon 
the liberties of Rumania. Ba bad to face 
the eontlnuotts Soviet submrion of the 
Rumanian State and at tbt saaoe time Co 
fulfill the Sovlet-controtled anniattee 
obligations, which were heavily weighing 
on the country, fhxler those difficult 
circumstances Qeneral Radeseu asserted 
himself ss a great patriot and a man of 
authority. Re mvoeed with energy and 
courage the Soviet-Ccinfflunist intrigues 
and brutal msneuvertng. He finally ap- 
pealed to the country and denounced the 
foul play of the COoununtsts. while being 
attodeed himself fay the Soviet Control 
Commisrion by Prtvda, IsvesUa, end 
radio Moscow. An unsuccessful attempt 
to assassinate Oeneral Radeseu took 
place on February 2f. 1946. on the oc- 
casUm of a Oommunlst putsch which 
endtd In failure. 

Qeneral Radi^ branded the Commn- 
• nists as **men without God and without 
nation** and raised the luslstonoe s^A 
of the country. IluLCdinmunist vic- 
tory was a foregone eonetuslon when the 
Soviets decided to employ the mostdras- 
tie means in order to crush the unwaver- 
ing determlnatloo of the Risnanlani to 
maintain their freedom, iudeed 9 weeks 
after the Yalta Deelaratic^ on Eebniary 
27. 1946. Mr. Vishlittky himsSIf arrived 
hurriedly In Bucharest )Yom the sta- 
tion he went directly to the royal palace 
and, banging his fist on the table, de- 
manded thst wIttUn 1 hours General 
Radeseu and his government be dii- 
mlised end a communist government, 
the members of. which were named mr 
Vlshlnsky. be appointed In its piece. In 
the meantime the Red army haa dis- 
armed the Rumanian garrison and taken 
control of the pdlee force, patrolling the 
stTMts with tanks and mechanized units. 
A Sovlet-ipansored and Cmamuntst- 
domlnated government headed by Qrosa 
was thus brutally Imposed. 

The heroic and successful resUtanea 
of Oeneral Radeseu against the Soviet 
technique of invisible seizure of power 
wes in this way instrumental in expos- 
ing Moscow*! flagrant Interference in the 
Internal affairs of other countries. This 
first test of the Yalta agreement brought 
to the surface the moral and poUtleal 
chasm which separates East and West. 
General Radeseu was forced out of gov- 
ernment through meens of Soviet po- 
UUdsl and military pressure on the 26th 
of Pebroary 1945. 

Later on. in June 1946. he succeeded 
In fleeing his enslaved country. At that 
time a resistance organization wac tak- 
ing shape in Rumania, the supreme hvAd 
of which wal General Radeseu. The 
general was Imifiieated bimsrif In the 
great trial staged by the Oommunists in 



1946 against this national movement and 
was cocMicmntd in absankia. Oeneral 
Radeseu eama to the United* States at 
the end of 1947. In 1946 be was presl- 
dant of a Rumanian national eom^tteo 
and In 1961 be founded the League of 
Prse Rumanians, which groups Ruma- 
nian antt-Communist exHes. Ha waa . 
eoosidersd by his eompatriots every- 
whert as the Uving ayaibol of nattooal 
resistance and of their hope in liberation. 

Be devoted himself to the task of re^'- 
grouping his exiled oompatriots for the 
continuation of the national fight HO 
strived to htip the unfortunate entt- 
Communist f uritives In their struggle for 
survival and orgaaisaUon for a natlmial 
aeUco. demanding that every means per- 
taining to the nati<mal cause be put at 
tbclr dlsposaL Be fought unreleaUngly 
to oottsUtute for theae p u rpo s e s a libera- 
tion fund. As Mr. Constantine Brown 
tnfonos ua, in his brilliant artirie of May 
20 dedicated to the general, the latter in 
following these aims, even went before 
the courts of Justice, in order Co redeem 
for the national fight Rumanian funds 
amounting to 91.500JM0 defendante in 
the suit being two former diplomats 
Visolanu and Cretzianu. He fought 
tooth and nail for a demoeratie Ruma- 
nian GouneU to represent the Interests 
of his enslaved nation. Be made every 
effort In order that the dangers and the 
posslblUtles which the situation In 
Eastern Europe involves, should be un- 
derstood in this country. Be was him- 
self a living tastimony of the great moral 
and pohUcal problem which is so dllBeult 
for us to grasp and so vital for the issues 
wnidi overwhelm us. He was naipely 
a symbol of the vast restitaoee forces 
whirii under certain could 

be called to action, aeneral Radeaeu 
led Just such an action, which considered 
in itself was a fully successful operation. 
The Conmunlsta* oonsplratmlal and 
criminal actlviUea had been expoced and 
denounced, their coup d'etat maneuven 
had been prevented and crushed and the * 
natimal spirit of indspendtnet and free- 
dom mobUlaed. But General Radeseu 
was. at the same time, the uneomfori- 
ahle reminder of the free world's failure 
to eommebend the tremendous impUea- 
tions at stake in this struggle of the in- 
vaded nations and failure to act with 
forasiiPit and responsUdUty. Thus, at 
the very moment when ths Soviet agents 
were successfully engaged In this coun- 
try in obtaining our atomlo secrets, we 
were oedlng the nations of Essteni 
Europe to Sqvlet domination, if not by 
willful action at least by inaction. The 
tcam^nnation of East^ Europe into 
Soviet mlUtery bases, is therefore not a 
consequence of a lack of resistance in 
those countries, but rather the fruit of 
our own policy-— or should we not more 
accurate^ say our lack of policy. 

From a moral and political point of 
view the abandonment of these nations 
Is the equivalent, in the military field,' 
of the loss of the atomic seaet, because 
the ^ritual forces existent behind the 
Iron Curtain, but which we did not sup- 
port, represent an enormous potential, 
comparable even with that of ths fission 
of matter. It would be fatal to Ignore 
that at the critical moment of the atomic 
struggle those moral and spiritual forces 
might play a decisive rtde. This po-
